Wilson, was passed by the house. 


The vote on the passage ot, the DJI 


was 287 to 100. 
The enforcement bill, ns it passed 


the house, provides: 


After January 10, 1920: 
Every person permitted under the 


law to have Udiior in his possession 
shall report the quantity and kind to 
the commissioners of Internal revenue. 
(This applies to chemists, physicians, 
etc.) 


After February 1, 1020: 
The possession of any liquor, othor 


than as authorized by the law, shall 
bo prima facie evidence that it la 
being kept for sale or otherwise in 
violation of the law. 


It will not be required, however, to 


report, and It will not be illegal to 
have in one's possession liquor In a 
private dwelling while the same is oc- 
cupied and used by the possessor as 
his private dwelling, and the liquor 
Is used for personal consumption by 
the owner, his family or his guests. 


The possessor of such liquor, how- 


ever, bears the burden of proof that 
the liquor was acquired and is pos- 
sessed lawfully. 


Intoxicating liquor Is defined as a 


beverage containing more lhan one- 
halt' per cent of alcohol. 


Any house, boat, vehicle or other 


place where liquor Us manufactured or 
sold. Is declared n nuisance. 


No person shall manufacture, sell, 


barter, give away, transport. Import, 
export, doliver. furnish or receive any 
intoxicating liquors. 


Use- of li<iuor as a beverage on r.ny 


public: conveyance, train, boat or jit- 
ney bus Is prohibited. 


Broud powers are given under the 


search and seizure section to officers 
charged with enforcement of the law. 
They may enter a dwelling house In 
which liquor Is sold arid sc.i/.e It. to- 
gether with Implements of manufac- 
ture. 
Seizure of all craft or vehicles used 


In the transportation of liquor Is au- 
thorized. 
, 
Enforcement of the war-time act and 


the Constliutioiuil amendment is pro- 
vided for in tins measure and in prac- 
tically the same manner. 


For first offense, violators the max- 


imum fine Is $.1.000 or six mouths' im- 
prisonment 
and 
for 
subsequent of- 


fenses lines range from S'JOO to $2,000 
or one month to five years In prison. 


Enforcement of both the war-time 


act and the amendment is reposed In 
the Internal revenue bureau and the 
department of justice. 


Registered physicians are authorized 


under strict regulations for the use of 
liquor in cases where i t ' m a y be con- 
sidered necessary as a medicine. 


Liquor advertisements of all kinds 


are prohibited.

ling of discharged soldiers and sailors 
among them, quickly gathered. 


Their mobilization was apparently 


the-continuation of a massed attack 
on the negro quarter in the southwest 
section of the city.

Claire B. Bird's plan of a 


community center to take tae place 
of the .saloon as a common meeting 
center has become a state law. It

"JT any layman or landsman reading the his- 


tory of Luke's career is inclined to fancy thnt 
balloon .strafing is an oasy trick, no experienced 
pilot shares that Illusion," says Colonel Hartney. 
"In reality It ii Hie most dangerous exploit any 
man in any branch of .the service can undertake. 
The concentration of anti-aircraft fire from the 
ground makes it much more hazardous than other 
fighting. 
On every occasion of such attempts 


Luke's machine wns literally riddled with bullets 
and twice he wus compelled to abandon his air- 
plane and break in u new one. 


"Here is a sample of the work Luke did : Sep- 


tember !», 1918, the enemy succeeded in getting 
another balloon up at' Bolnville, and a second at 
Bois d'Hlngry. 
Luke had been watching like a 


hawk this area, and the moment a balloon ascended 
he spotted It and returned to his own aerodrome 
with data and an appeal to be allowed to de- 
stroy It. 


"Before Luke went out oc that afternoon, there- 


fore, new tactics were decided upon. Three friend- 
ly escorting patrols of five machines were to dart 
to Luke's rescue, timed to arrive at the objective 
60 seconds after Luke. Our balloons were advised 
by courier that at 5 :05 that afternoon Luke would 
shoot down the Bolnville balloon and asked to be 
on the lookout. Almost to the second Luke was 
perceived diving homeward, with a formation of 
flve enemy Fokkers sitting on his tall and u burn- 
Ing balloon falling in the background. He man- 
aged to dodge the fire of the enemy and landed on 
his own side of the line and not far from the most 
advanced American troops. Those on the ground 
thought that he was 'lost. He h«d, in. fact, landed 
to get his own bearings and those of the second 
balloon, which he had seen at a distance. 


"Without getting out of his machine, without 


even stopping his motor, careful only of hidden 
shell holes which might smash his undercarriage, 
he took off skillfully from ground which was never 
Intended as a taklng-off place for airplanes and 
made straight for the balloon at Bois d'Hingry. 


"Without .escort and with-no companion, at ex- 


actly 20 minutes after shooting down his first 
balloon, the second fell actually under the noses 
of the enemy formations near by. 


"Later observing north of Verdun and east of 


the Meu.se an attempt to send up another balloon.

he hurried back to his squadron and begged to be 
ordered to go out in the dusk of Ihe evening, sur- 
prise and destroy it. 
"It was found that his machine was not in con- 


dition for this flight. Luke got another airplane, 
and though he was unfamiliar with this machine 
and' uncertain of the reliability of its motor, he 
determined to risk it for night flying. 


"With express instructions not to attempt to go 


down on the balloon until 7:50, Luke left his home 
field at Rembercourt, accompanied by Wehner. As 
before and precisely at 7:50 in the dusk of the 
evening his comrades on the aerodrome watched 
the balloon fall in flames, giving Luke his third 
official victory of the day. 
"I have all the details of his meteoric career. 


For his glorious work on September 29, 1918, the 
day of his death, he was awarded the medal. 
He 


started out to destroy three Hun observation bal- 
loons 
When nearly overhead he was attacked by 


ten enemy machines. 
He engaged all of them 


single-handed and crashed two of th« ten. Then 
he dropped—out of control, as it seemed, but most 
likely only pretending to be so. When he reached 
the level of the balloons he shot them down one 
after another in flames—all three of them. 
The 


anti-aircraft guns were very busy about the sec- 
ond balloon. After that he disappeared." 


The Americans made every effort to solve the 


mystery of Luke's disappearance. The report of 
Captain Staten and the affidavit of citizens of 
Murvuux given herewith, show the situation of 
one stage of the proceedings. 


The remains of the intrepid air fighter were 


burled close by in a grave ma'rked ais that of an "Un- 
known American aviator." Jt was stripped, as the 
Germans thought, of everything that would iden- 
tify It, but they overlooked a wrist watch, which 
was found later and sent to the ^identification 
bureau at Paris. 
Then Captain F. W. Zinn of the nir service 


went to Murvaux and made an investigation 
which seemed to prove conclusively that the body 
was that of Lieuteuant Luke. 


IRTY MILLIONS

CONGRESS GRANTS ENOUGH TO 


KEEP UP EQUIPMENT AND 


RECRUIT PERSONNEL. 


NOT ALL AIRMEN ASKED FOR 


Vast Sum Was Needed to Put Aircraft 


Manufacturing Industry on Produc- 
tion Basis, but America Was Ready 
When Armistice Came.

Washington.—Congress has appro- 


priated $40,000,000 through the army 
supply bill for the use of the air serv- 
ice. This Is not as much money as the 
airmen asked, but it will enable the 
service to keep up its equipment and 
a fairly strong personnel, and will en- 
able the United States probably to 
have airplanes enough for an ordinary 
emergency. 


People have been wondering what 


became of all the money- that was 
vote'd for the air service in war time. 
It seerus likely that some of it was 
wasted, but there has been perhaps 
no proper appreciation of the enormous 
initial cost which the government had 
to stand in order to get the great air- 
craft manufacturing Industry started 
on the basis of production that seem- 
ingly was necessary. 


Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, who Is 


in charge of aviation operations in the 
war department, was in command of 
the American aviation service In the 
St. .Mihiel drive. He has just testified 
that when the drive was started more 
airships were concentrated In the Im- 
mediate vicinity than ever had been 
brought together within a like area 
since the war began. During the drive 
J.fiOO planes were sent Into action. 
General Mitchell was the first Amer- 
ican officer to fly over the Hun line. 


It Is said to be necessary that'the 


airplane service of the United States 
should be reconstructed. 
As General 


Mitchell put It:

Air Forces Were About Ready. 


It is pretty generally agreed that 


when the armistice went Into effect the 
United States, so far as its forces were 
concerned, was just getting ready "to 
do business" on a proper scale. It Is 
true that the St. Mihiel drive took 
place two months before the armistice 
went into effect, hut the concentration 
of flyers at that place left some other 
places without proper Americas air 
equipment. Not many planes were lost 
in the St. Mihiel engagement. Later 
in the Argonne the losses were heavy, 
hut no heavier and perhaps not as 
heavy as it was expected would be the 
case In hard engagements of that kind. 
Of the 1,500 machines at St. Mihiel 550 
were American and operated by Amer- 
icans. 


It is understood that the airplane 


service of the United States with the 
Army of Occupation was on a basis of 
efficiency, one that would have enabled 
the Americans to conduct operations in 
Germany, if they had been necessary, 
on a proper scale so far as the air 
service wns concerned.

Rainbow Colors of Insects. 


The phenomena of Insect coloring

Among 
the first are the insects which owe 


their color to chemical causes. The 
color In the wings of a dragon fly Is 
largely caused by the varying thick- 
ness of the membranes, which act as 
priems, diffracting the white light into 
the prismatic colors. But In. the third 
class, embracing those colored by "both 
chemical and physical causes, are 
found the most interesting specimens. 


War Gas Poisons Grass. 


The mystery surrounding the deaths 


of numerous horses and other animals 
in the Lutterich region-in Alsace has 


been solved. Specialists who made a 
careful Investigation hnve determined 
that the animals were poisoned by 
grasses grown In a region where poison 
gas had been extensively employed 
during the war. Although the gas 
settling on the plants rendered them 
poisonous, the vitality of the plants 
themselves was not affected.

While on the western front In ]91u 


and again In 1918 I witnessed consid- 
erable air action. The thing which as 
early as 1915 was the most striking 
feature of air service was the seeming 
Impossibility, or almost impossibility of. 
destroying an airplane by fire from the 
ground. Another striking thing .was 
the apparent Inability of the bombers 
In the airplanes to hit any specific 
object on the ground at which they 
were aiming. 


Toward the end of the war the b.omb- 


ers were getting more accurate, but 
there was little change in the situation 
so far as it affected the accuracy of 
fire of the anti-aircraft gunmen. 


War Brings Out No Candidates. 
Politicians in Washington have taken 


note of the fact, and are Interested 
in It, that the front line of bat- 
tle In the great world's wor has pro- 
duced no candidate for the presi- 
dency of the United States, and this 
thought takes cognizance of the truth 
that both Generals Leonard Wood and 
John J. Pershing are mentioned In 
connection with the nomination of the 
Republican party. 


So far as one can determine, there Is 


no active campaign In behalf of Gen- 
eral Pershing, and thus far the poli- 
ticians seem to think he has little 
chance of the nomination. 
Jn fact 


republicans In Washington of all kinds 
of views seem to believe that Pershing 
will not seek the nomination and that 
no active effort will be made in his 
behalf. 


So far as Leonard Wood Is con- 


cerned the feeling is that, while he is 


He 


was not elected president, of course 
immediately on his return from Cuba 
but his record there made him govern 
or of New York and vice president oi 
the United States, an office which, of 
course, carried with it the possibil- 
ity, and In his case, the certainty of 
his becoming president. 


The instant the United States en- 


tered the war with Germany the policy 
of the suppression of the names of 
commanding officers went into effect. 
Pershiug's name wus the only one men- 
tioned except that of the commanding 
officer of the first division which went 
to France. 
Ills name got Into the 


papers frequently through no fault or 
desire of his own. It was printed be- 
cause his division was the only Amer- 
ican outfit In France, and the news- 
paper correspondents then had Just 
one unit of American troops to write 
about, 
and 
naturally 
they 
"broke 


bounds" and hud considerable to say 
about the commanding officer. 
Not 


long after this this major general com- 
manding the 
division 
was ordered 


back TO the United States, nnd there 
ore men who think the fact that his 
name, without his consent, got into 
print, was the only reason why he was 
ordered to return to this country. 


Why Names Were Suppressed. 


The deeds of men like Liggett. Dick- 


man, Bundy, Edwards, Bullard and 
some others were of high enough de- 
gree to arouse the enthusiasm of the 
American people and to insure their 
plaudits if the deeds had been alli*ved 
to appear in print with the names 
of the men who, with their divisions, 
had accomplished them. 


The general officers who command- 


ed armies, corps 
and 
divisions in 


France ure some of them Democrats 
and some of them Republicans. 
They 


are divided between the two parties 
about equally, In fact. 
Yet today no 


one seemingly cares whether Bullard,. 
for Instance, Is a Republican, which 
he is not, or a Democrat, which he is. 
Dickman also Is a Democrat, so It *s 
said, while Bundy and Edwards are 
said to be Republicans. 
An inquiry 


has failed to disclose the politics of 
Liggett. 
It is taken for granted by 


the- politicians that Pershing is a Re- 
publican, although he seems to have 
been silent on the subject 
of his 


affiliations. 


Possibly the American people do not 


understand thoroughly why It was sup- 
posed to be necessary to keep the 
names of the general officers out of 
print. 
The Germans, long before the 


wur began, had a perfect system of 
study and espionage. 
They knew the 


characteristics and the bent of mind 
of every high ranking officer in the 
American army. 
It was thought It 


would be an advantage to the Germans 
to know just what general officers of 
the American forces were on their Im- 
mediate fronts.

granted that the Germans, if they 
heard this man or that man was on
